As this well is 
not a great distance from the West 
Carlisle field it is thot that the big 
gas strike has something to do with 
the revival ot interest in oil and gas

Habits and economic status: 
The 


barn owl, often called monkey-fac 
owl, 
is one of the most beneficial of 


the birds of prey, since it feeds almost 
exclusively on small mammals that 
injure farm produce, nursery, and or- 
chard stock. 
It hunts principally in 


the open ami consequently secures 
such mammals as pocket gophers 
field mice, common rats, houso mice, 
harvest mice, kangaroo rats, and cot- 
ton rats. 
It occasionally captures a 


few birds and insocts. At least a half 
bushel of the remains of pocket go- 
phers .have heen found in the nesting 
cavity of a pair of these birds. Re- 
membering that a gopher has been 
known in a short time to girdle seven 
apricot trees worth $100 it is hard to 
overestimate the value of the service 
of a pair of barn ov/ls. One thousand 
two hundred and forty-seven pellets 
of the barn owl collected from the 
Smithsonian towers contained 3.100 
skulls, of which 3,004, or 97 per cent. 
were mammals; 92, or 3 per cent, of 
birds; and 4 were of frogs. 
The bulk 


consisted of 1,987 field mice. C5G house 
nice, and 210 common rats. The birds 
eaten were mainly sparrows and black- 
jirds. 
This valuable owl should be 


•igidly protected throughout the en- 
ire range. 


Oil-Proof Cement. 


A cement which will not be affocted 
y oil is made by mixing glycerine 
nd litharge to the consistency of a 
hick paste. This will be found very 
iandy in repairing cracked oi! reser- 
oirs or in making an oil-tight joint, 
etween two metal plates. The cement 
hould be applied aa soon as it is 
mixed, since it hardens very quickly.
